Threat to 
take light to 
supreme court 
follows ruling 

A federal appeals court refused 
Thursday to reinstate Resident 
Donald Trump's ban on travel¬ 
lers from seven predominantly 
Muslim nations, unanimously 
rejecting the administration's 
claim of presidential authority, 
questioning its motives and con¬ 
cluding that the order was un¬ 
likely to survive legal challenges. 

The three judges of the San 
Francisco-based 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals said the argu¬ 
ment that t he ban targets Mus¬ 
lims raised "serious allegations" 
and presented “significant con¬ 
stitutional questionsand they 
agreed that courts could consider 
statements by Trump and his 
advisers about wishing to enact 
such a ban. 


Moments after the ruling. 
Trump tweeted. “Stt VOLF IN 
COURT," Etdding that “THE SE¬ 
CURITY OF OUR NATION IS AT 
STAKE" 

In response, Washington Cov. 
Jay tnslee, a Democrat who leads 
one of the states thEU tfullenged 
the ban. said: “Mr. President we 
just sow you in court, and we 
beat you." 

The pEimel declined to block 
a lower-court ruling that sus¬ 
pended the ban and allowed 
previously baraed travellers to 
enter the U.5. 

The judges rejected the admin¬ 
istration's aigument thELt courts 
did not have the authority to re 
view the president's immigration 
and national security decisions.

The city has released the public 
side of its proposed deal to sell 
river valley land so a developer 
cun build an 80-storey tower on it. 

'Hie deal, split into a public 
and private portion to protect 
the developer's business inter¬ 
ests, has several clauses that deal 
with what might happen if the 
developer. Alldritt, doesn't stick 
to the city's wishes. 

What’s concerning for some 
is the scenario where Alldritt 
doesn't build the tower and in¬ 
stead wants to sell the land. If 
that happens, under the ament 
deal the city may not be able to 
buy back the land. 

“A commercial sale of land to 
a developer who can resell it to 
other developers does raise some 
flags, in terms of what precedent 
is set for the future of the river 
valley park” said Can das Jane 
Uorsey, treasurer of the Boyle 
Smeet Community League. 

The publicly released deal 
shows that the city and Alldritt 
don't appear to agree on the idea 
of “assignability" — or Alldritt 
selling the land to another de¬ 
veloper. 

The city hits a restriction on 
such sales, but there could be 
legal loopholes that could void 
such restrictions, the report 
notes. 

The city’s deal documents 
note the tower would bring in 
$3.2 million in properly t;ixes 
annually, as the development 
would be worth 5250 million.

Faith communities have a king 
history of helping their fellow 
neighbour, and that's why some 
say pulling them into Edmon¬ 
ton 's fight against poverty is a 
no-brainer. 

At EndPovertyEdmonton’s 
launch event Thursday, the col- 
laboration of different commun- 
Ities was front and centre, includ¬ 
ing in a new action guide for 
religious groups looking to help. 

ForZahra Sornani, president 
of the Jsmaili Council for Edmon¬ 
ton, it's a “natural fit.” 

“I think that faith commun¬ 
ities are a natural place where 
people come together, you don't 
have to work too hard to have 
people open up and share their 
s tones with you,” she said. 

But faith leaders are just one 
of many groups the new anti- 
poverty organization is looking 
to bring into the project 

“Large organizations, small 
organizations, individuals are 
getting involved and that's great,'' 
said Bishop Jane Alexander, who's 
been part of the initiative since 
it started as a Task Force in 2014. 

“Poverty is so much more them 
a lack of money, it's deeper than 
that and very different It drove 
us to have a more holistic ap¬ 
proach." 


End Poverty Edmonton has 
set itself the lofty goal of lifting 
10,(KH) people out of poverty in 
the next five years. 

To that end city council ap¬ 
proved S 1.265 million this year 
and 51.178 million next year to 
make progress on 15 priorities 
that include everything from 


Indigenous reconciliation to hu¬ 
man rights. 

Action is already happening, 
Alexander said, pointing to a new 
anti-poverty school program the 
United Way is running as an ex¬ 
ample that has the potential to 
get at the roots of poverty. 

It takes a village, Alexander 


said, but looking around the 
room Thursday, she was opti¬ 
mistic. 

“All these people saving this is 
our bit, we can do this and make 
a difference." Alexander said. 

“Now it's more than just a 
hope, if s a certainty that we are 
moving on this.” 
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Poverty is so much 
more than a lack of 
money.

As the city looks to transit to 
curb its car-dependent growth, 
tdmonton Transit boss Eddie 
Robar says improvements both 
big and small are required to get 
more people riding. 

And a new report from Ed¬ 
monton’s Transit System Advis¬ 
ory Board agrees. 

The re pull calls for improve 
me fits like partnering with 
sports agencies to encourage 
eldership on game flights, ere 
ating mobile payment systems 
and developing a reporting tool 
that tracks performance. 

Robar says it’s all about cus¬ 
tomer sendee. 

“We can't have a million dif¬ 
ferent cars driving around the 
roads every single day, 1 ' he said 
in an interview. “When we look 
at the changes in the future. 


it's really designing a system 
people want.” 

For instance, Kobar noted 
work wall begin on refurbishing 
13 transit stations this summer. 
On top of that, 33 new air-con¬ 
ditioned buses will be added to 


the fleet to replace older models. 

"It's just little improvements 
to our passenger environment," 
he said. “If we're looking to be 
that mode of choice, how can we 
make that ride as comfortable 
and as safe as possible?" 


But chang es to the current sys¬ 
tem will go beyond renovations. 

City staff will Later this year 
introduce a new route proposal 
to shift Edmonton to a high- 
frequency grid hom the current 
hub system. 


Robar sees big gains waiting 
in it. 

“Right now the system really 
relies on good traffic conditions, 
time transfers and meet points 
at certain locations, which is 
difficult to do when a city gets

larger," be said. "Looking at this 
ability to revamp the sys tern is 
something that will be a huge 
benefit to City of Edmonton and 
the passengers that ride our ser¬ 
vice every day." 

The future also looks increas¬ 
ingly digital. 

Robar said transit’s smart- 
fare project — which would let 
commuters use a re-loadable 
card, or credit and debit cards 
to pay for rides — is expected 
to make headway in the next 
coup le of months. 

“We're evaluating the RFTs 
we got responses back for," he 
said. “We’ll have a better time¬ 
line after we award the tender 
for that to begin. But it's a timely 
process, so it'd be about one year 
and a half to two years.'’

Ace Peace waited for nine 
months to get into treatment 
that saved his life — and he's 
one of the lucky ones. 

“3 was terrified everyday that 
he would hurt himself.'" said 
Lindsay Peace, Ace's mom. 

The now-1 6-year-old came out 
as transgender in janunry 2015 
and was put on the waitlist for 
the Metta Clinic soon after. 

Located at the Alberta Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital, the Metta Clin¬ 
ic is the only place in Alberta 
where transgender youth aged 
seven to 20 can receive the com¬ 
plete range of care needed to 
transition. 

"Having a transgender child 
is not the difficult part. It's navi¬ 


gating the system that's proved 
to be really challenging." Lind¬ 
say said. 

Since its inception in 2014, 
wait times to access treatment 
have grown from nine months 
to more than two years, 

“If (these youthf tire well 
into puberty, or are forced to 
go through nonoongruous pu¬ 
berty, they are faced with higher 
risk for self-harming behaviours, 
suicide, being a victim of abuse 
and addiction," said Amelia New- 
bert, president of the Skipping 


Stone foundation, an advocacy 
group behind a new social media 
campaign aiming to draw atten¬ 
tion to the clinic's work. 

Bach Monday in February, the 
campaign will release a video 
telling the story of a transgender 
youth by delving into the chal¬ 
lenges they face and examin¬ 
ing how the Metta Clinic has 
changed their life. 

Ace was the first person fea¬ 
tured in the campaign, and Lind¬ 
say will share a parent's perspec¬ 
tive in the final video.

Calls for more resources and 
confusion over who has respon¬ 
sibility marked ihe ministerial 
panel on child intervention's 
second meeting 1 Thursday. 

The panel, tasked with 
improving Alberta’s child wel¬ 
fare system, went long over its 
allotted time with, questions for 
morning presenters from the 
Office of the Chief Medical Exa¬ 
miner, Alberta Health Services 
and others. 

Questions from panel mem¬ 
bers. including MLAs from all 
parties, largely focused on un¬ 
tangling just who does whal in 
the death-review process. 

“3t r s a very complex and 
multidisciplinary group of or¬ 
ganizations that are involved 
in this review,” Liberal Leader 
Dr. David Swann, who also sat 
on a 20Id child intervention 
roundtable, told Metro. 

“That gives me some confi¬ 
dence that we're getting dif¬ 
ferent perspectives on it. The 
question is, who is responsible 


for amalgamating all of that 
and making sure that recom¬ 
mendations are then made and 
followed through on?” 

The Office of the Chief Med¬ 
ical Examiner said a lack of re¬ 
sources is hampering its ability 
to complete death reviews on 
time, with the average review 
taking five months compared 
to its three-month target. 

Kut. it said, a recent cash in¬ 
jection and the addition of tw r o 
medical examiners will help. 

Chief Medical Examiner 
Elizabeth Erooks-Lim said at 
least seven organizations look 
at the deaths of children in care. 

The Child and Youth Services 
Council for Quality Assurance 


Chair Donna Boulanger also 
lamented a lack of staff and 
funding. 

Swann also found it 'worry¬ 
ing. 

“If staff don't have the re¬ 
sources and the time per case, 
and the culture is still the same 
in which people are afraid to 
challenge decisions or tell 
what's really going on — be¬ 
cause there's so much anxiety 
around this whole area — then 
we have a long way to go," he 
said. 

The panel is expected to pro¬ 
vide an outline of recommenda¬ 
tions for change in the death- 
review process in the next six 
to eight weeks.

Campaign workshop to help 
encourage women to run

With eight months until Ed¬ 
monton heads to the polls to 
elect a new council, an advocacy 
group is hoping its campaign 
school this weekend can push 
at least a few women to enter 
the race. 

Equal Voice .Alberta is invit¬ 
ing women thinking about ru n- 
ning — and their potential cam¬ 
paign managers — to a day-long 
course on running a campaign 
this Saturday at city hall. 

“Now is about when women 
start to decide (to run), so we're 
hoping to generate that idea,” 
said the organization's chair, 
Lana Cuthbertson. 

She said the group is also 
hoping to address concerns. 

While fundraising has been 
identified as an area where 
women tend to have less con¬ 


fidence, and as a result prevents 
them from running. Cuthbert- 
son said she's now hearing al¬ 
most as many concerns about 
social media. 

'They've seen examples of 
women being vilified in |so- 
cial) media,” she said. 

MLA Sandra Jansen, among 
others, made headlines last year 
for the abuse she said she faces 
online as a woman in power. 

But Cuthbertson said she also 
sees a shift happening. 

“WeVe seen a supportive 
community start to emerge (on¬ 
line) and start to call out some 
of that and defend women in 
the public sphere,” she said. 

While there have been per¬ 
iods where Edmonton's council 
was female-friendly — our one 
female mayor, jan keimer, was 
voted into office in 1989. along¬ 
side a gender-balanced council 
— at the moment there is one 
female councillor, Bev EssLinger. 

Cuthbertson said her group

would like to see a gender bal¬ 
ance in council next year.

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Refugees brave cold to enter Canada

Farmers 
welcome 
migrants from 
U.S. with meal 

People have been walking mks 
the United Stales border to 
claim refugee status for years, 
but a Winnipeg immigration 
lawyer says he’s not used to 
seeing them cross over in the 
bitter cold. 

When they arrive, says Bashir 
Khan, they are often thirsty 
and hungry. For some, the first 
Canadian they meet is a fanner 
who welcomes them inside and 
offers a meal. 

" They'll cook up 12 eggs and 
let a poor, hungry refugee claim¬ 
ant wolf it all down " says Khan. 
It's the migrant who asks to 
speak with border officials or 


police, he adds. “The refugee 
claimant is the one begging 
them to calk not the other way 
around.” 

Khan hits 17 clients who have 
braved the weather in recent 
months to cross into Manitoba 
as an “irreguktr arrival.'' RCMP 
have said that last weekend 
22 people walked from North 
Dakota into Emerson-Tranklin. 
The majority were put up in 
a community halt and fed by 
volunteers. 

Officials in Emerson say 
they've recently seen more bor¬ 
der jumpers following planned 
new restrictions in the United 
States on refugees. 

The Can ad a-U.S. Safe Third 
Country Agreement requires 
people to apply for asylum in 
the first country they arrive. If 
they have already applied as a 
refugee in the US. before show¬ 
ing up at a border port in Can¬ 
ada, and have no blood relatives

Refugee c la i mants 
processed at designated 
ports last year, the Canada 
Border Services Agency 
says. 

here, they are turned away. But 
if a person crosses into Canada 
somewhere else and then ap¬ 
plies as a refugee, the case is 
heard in the Canadian system. 

The Canada Border Servi¬ 
ces Agency says 11.000 refu¬ 
gee claimants were processed 
at designated ports last year. 
Figures released this week 
show more than 2,000 claim¬ 
ants entered “irregularly," with 
growing numbers in Manitoba, 
Quebec, British Columbia and 
Yukon. 

Khan says he has only ever 


had clients walk across the bor¬ 
der into Manitoba in warmer 
months. 

“ They always come when 
winter breaks in the spring 
until late fall.... In the last 
seven years, I've never seen 
anyone come in the dead of 
winter and risk life and limb.” 

Two men from Ghana were 
severely frostbitten in Decem¬ 
ber when they crossed the bor¬ 
der at Emerson. It speaks to 
their desperation to get to Can¬ 
ada. says Khan. 

Refugee claimants are re¬ 
leased after meeting with a 
border officer for a couple of 
hours, Khan says. They have 
15 days to file a claim and a 
hearing date is set in three to 
four months. 

During that time, they may 
connect with friends or family 
or an immigration agency to 
find a place to live.

Woman pressures feds after 
sponsored family is delayed

Their first meeting should have 
been a joyous occasion at the 
airport. Instead it happened 
in a small one-bedroom apart¬ 
ment in Jordan. 

Frustrated at delays and 
eager to meet the sponsored 
Syrian refugee family, Stephan¬ 
ie Gillis took matters into her 
own hands and visited them in 
Jordan last month. 

Gillis and her colleagues at 
Southwest IToperties contrib¬ 
uted about 52 5.000 to sponsor 
a family. 

They were paired with a 
family in December 2015 and 
were told they would arrive

by February 2016. They're still 
waiting. 

So in January. Gillis packed 
her bags and headed to Israel, 
hoping to pop over to Jordan 
to see the family. A connection 


through a friend on Facebook 
helped her navigate the streets 
and track them down, 

The dad. Monad Almasalma, 
thought someone was coming 
to his door to tell him his ap¬ 
plication was rejected. 

“1 got out of the car and the 
look on his face, it was amaz¬ 
ing, it was so cool,” she said. 

Both Mound and Maha are 
university educated and had 
enough English to communi¬ 
cate easily.

In a unanimous decision, the

The jus rice Department said it 
was "reviewing the derision and 
considering its options."

This is bigger than regular 
Christmas. Experts have been 
pining for comprehensive cata 
about the Canadian population 
since the mandatory long-form 
census was scrapped in 2010, 
God bless eggheads everywhere! 

I know there's a feeling in the 
air right now that you can't rely un 
stats or polls, only your own two 
eyes. But you can rely on Stats- 
can. It's independent. The data 
were collected with accepted, 
transparent methods and re¬ 


viewed by qualified wonks, If 
there's a problem, it will be cor- 
necteo. T he same can be said for 
stats in reputable scientific jour¬ 
nals. But it can't be said for much 
of what passes for "statistics." 

Nobody uses scientific meth¬ 
od 5 to collect Statistics about 
issues of no scientific interest. 
Here's an example stat: The aver¬ 
age woman has 20 pai rs of shoes 
in her closet. It ^sounds* true. 
But who would fund a study on 
that? No one, I think. I found the 
number in a Daily Mail artide, but 
it's originally from an online sur¬ 


vey (not a peer-reviewed study) 
by a random British couponing 
website, VouchefC 0 de 5 Pro.co.uk. 

Even some often-repeated sta¬ 
tistics of supreme public interest 
are unlraceable. Case in point: 
survivors of domestic violence 
leave their abusive partners an 
average of seven times before 
slaying away for good. 

The statistic is often attrib¬ 
uted to the National Domestic 
Violence Hotline. But on their 
site, they link to a CSMN artide 
that quotes an expert saying it. 
No study, though. I found one 


graduate students' paper that 
repeated the stat, citing a 2005 
Bocy Shop press release. The 
press release didn't die a source. 

Questioning the stat isn’t 
doubting that domestic violence 
is a devastating problem. Maybe 
the number is even higher. (If 
you knew the real number, get 
in touch!), Meanwhile, my Re¬ 
sea rcli New Year's resoluticn is 
not to repeat, cite, share or rely 
on stats from dubious sources.

This weekend one of the most 
multipurpose and enduring 
movie stars of the past thirty 
years returns to the screen. 
Kevin Spacey? No. 

Daniel Day-Lewis? Na'ah. 
Gary Oldman? .Nyet, Jt’s Keanu 
Reeves. 

Wait! Isn't he Ebe guy critics 
love to hate? That Reelviews 
said was, “"an actor of excep¬ 
tionally limited scope* just 
as the Daily Mail called his 
performance in Constantine 
an “impersonation of a sleep¬ 
walking plank "7 

Yes. one in the same. He's 
The Matrix's Neo. the Ted of 
Bill Si Ted's LxceUent Adven¬ 
ture and Point Break's Johnny 
Utah. 

This weekend he’s the title 
character in J ohn Wick: Chap¬ 
ter 2. a down-and-dirty noir 
and follow up to the original 
2014 hit. 

The actor’s latest incarna¬ 
tion represents another re¬ 


invention in a career spent 
keeping audiences guessing. 
He’s gone on existential jour¬ 
neys, wooed Diane Keaton and 
played a peaceful extraterres¬ 
trial ambassador but Wicks is 
something else again. 

The Wick movies are set in 
an alternative world of assas¬ 
sins where hit men and women 
are paid in special coins, stay in 
exclusive hotels — with kilter 
views no doubt — and speak in 
a s trangely formal way. 

They see themselves as pro¬ 
fessionals with a civilized code 
of conduct... except that there 
is nothing civilized about the 
work they do. In the first film 
Wick was an assassin so tough 
he didn't bother to take off 
his gore-soaked shirt when 
beginning his bloody quest 
for vengeance. 

John Wick, the movies and 
the character are blunt. Tiber 
macho instruments, brought to 
life by Reeves in a performance 
that cripples the argument To- 
diiy.com made that he is simply 
a “reciter of dialogue." First of 
all there is very little dialogue. 

The opening fifteen minutes 
of the first film is essentially 
a silent movie kept interest¬ 
ing by Reeves’s action hero 
charisma. 

Unlike Meryl Streep he can't 
do accents and he doesn't have 
the range of some of his for¬ 
mer co-stars like Oldman but 
what he does have is presence. 


At his best Keanu under¬ 
stands how to be on screen. 
Author Brel hasten Bllis said 
that Reeves “is always hypnotic 
to watch," and what is a movie 
star if not someone you can't 
take > r our eyes off/ 

The Wick movies cap a busy 
and unpredictable time for 
the actor. After Speed and The 
Matrix he could have stuck to 
action films and made a career 
running jumping and kick¬ 
ing people, instead he diversi¬ 
fied, jumping from romances 
like Sweet November to crime 
dramas like The Watcher to 
The Replacements, a sports 
comedy. 

From studio movies to in¬ 
dies he is unpredictable in his 
choices, defying expectations. 
Take his erotic horror thriller 
Knock Knock for instance. He 
plays a man held captive in 
his own home by three female 
home invaders, It's not a re¬ 
markable movie — J called 
it "deeply unpleasant" in my 
review — but what makes it 
interesting is Keanu’s char¬ 
acter's complete inability to 
protect himself. Most A-listers 
wouldn't allow themselves to 
be portrayed as such easy prey 
but Keanu relishes the chance 
to upend our view of him. 

For sure Reeves has made 
some bad movies and even 
been bad in some movies but 
that sometimes happens when 
actors don’t play by the ntles.

O Paterson (Starring Adam 
Driver, Golshifteh Faraham 
and Barry Shabaka Henley;

You can take the boy out of Canada 
but you can't take Canada out of the 
boy. When 1 meet with Brampton, 
Gnt-bom Michael Cera to chat about 
his new project. The Lego Batman 
Movie, he's having lunch, eating a 
Waldorf salad. 

The 28-year-old began his career 
m Canada with a Tim Hortons sum¬ 
mer camp commercial before de¬ 
camping to the United States, find¬ 
ing fame with Arrested Development 
and a string of successful movies like 
Super bad and Juno, but has retained 
his disarming Canadian politeness. 

1 walk in, he jumps up, “Do you 
want anything? Cheese? A coffee? 


How are you doing?” 

Declining the snacks and coffee 1 
ask him about the two-year process 
nf recording vocal locks to pkiy half 
of the Dynamic Duo, Batman’s ward 
Dick Grayson, a.k.a. Robin. 

“You are only focussed on your 
voice." he says on the difference be¬ 
tween live action and animation. 
“That gives you a certain amount of 
freedom to experiment in ways that 
you wouldn't normally. And there's 
nobody around. All self-consciousness 
that exists on a set where there is 
all this infrastructure put in place 
to set the camera up and point it at 
you and then you have to deliver. 
All that pressure is not there when 
you're in the studio. They just press 
record. They're not even recording 


on tape, it's digital. You just go and 
experiment and fail as many times 
as you want. 

“As far as improvisation goes, it 
w r as very loose on this. The script 
is good and he jokes at work and 
everything ... you feel encouraged 
and take chances. 4 ’ 

The Lego Batman Movie is part par¬ 
ody, part homage to the Batman origin 
story. When we meet Batman, played 
by Gera’s former Arrested Develop¬ 
ment cottar Will Arnett, he may have 
outlived his usefulness as Gotham's 
main do-gooder. What does a Gaped 
Crusader do when the city no longer 
needs a vigilante crime fighter? Alfred 
Pennyworth, the superhero's loyal 
butler and legal guardian suggests, 
“It’s time to face your greatest fear, 


being part of a family again." Enter 
Dick Grayson. 

“There's a great foundation there,” 
Cera says about Batman's backstory. 
“I think the reason Batman keeps get¬ 
ting rehashed is because it is a 
great core story with this great 
character and t he world J around 
him.

Zoey Leigh Peterson, 
author Next Year, for Sure 


follows the characters over a 
year, alternating between Kath¬ 
ryn and Chris's perspectives 
and their evolving relationship 
and inner emotions, as they 
change from being a socially 
isolated couple to participants 
in Emily's larger free-spirited 
community. 

“It's good for there to be 
some nun-traditional romance 
to throw people a LurvebaJ]," 
says Peterson. “There seems to 
be this one way to experience 
love, but that’s not the w r ay i 


experience it. 1 don't just mean 
monogamy. J mean the way 
love is packaged in romantic 
comedies and the candy aisle 
this time of year, and how it’s 
sold to you.’* 

Before writing Next Year, for 
Sure, Peterson had assumed 
there were more stories out 
in the w r orld about polyamory 
(consensual non-monogamous 
relationships), but couldn't find 
what she was looking for, and 
so she wrote her own. She was 
driven by her observation that 


in popular media and in many 
novels, there is a linger! ng pre¬ 
occupation with characters be- 
having recklessly toward their 
loved ones, like The Sopranos' 
Tony Soprano. Peterson wanted 
to write something different, 
Lind also challenge the idea that 
one party will always suffer in 
an open relationship. 

“ There are all these charac¬ 
ters out there who just grab 
what they want and hurt other 
people in the process," she says. 

“But what I see in my real 


life and my circle of friends are 
people who care very deeply 
For their loved ones and are try¬ 
ing to make their loved ones 
happy, and are tEying to care 
for their feelings, but they’re 
also human beings who have 
needs” 

Another cliche about poly¬ 
amory is that it's driven by 
sex. But in Next Year, for Sure, 
sex doesn't even enter Chris 
and Emily’s world until much 
later in their story, almost as 
an afterthought. Peterson pur¬ 
posely didn't want the book to 
be focused on the physical part 
of their relationship. 

“Sex is not always the driv¬ 
er,” she says. 

“With Kathryn and Chris in 
particular, it’s not what drives 
them to make this choice. It's 
incidental. 1 think emotional 
intimacy is what really con¬ 
nects them. 

“They re lonely — they want 
the stimulation and connection 
and the sense of belonging you 
get from being in an intimate 
relationship. That's what they 
real ly crave.”

500 years of robots, robots 
haven't been these terrifying 
things, they've been magical, 
fascinating, useful, and they 
generally tend to do what we 
want them to do." said Russel], 
who works at the science mu¬ 
seum and was the lead curator 
of the exhibit ion.

Philadelphia's version of The 
Kiss is a copy commissioned in 
1926 by theatre magnate Jules 
Mastbaum. ihe museum, which 
opened in 1929, ivas a gift to the 
city from Mastbaum. 

Mastbaum hired two French- 
bom architects living in Phila¬ 
delphia, Paul Cret and jEicques 
Creber. to create the limestone 
museum, modeled on a 17th- 
century chateau Rodin pre¬ 
served at his home in Meudon. 
Its holdings include more than 
140 bronze, marble Eind plas¬ 
ter sculptures, plus drawings, 
prints, letters and books. 

He Eind his architects wanted 
a great marble sculpture as the 
museum's centerpiece. They 
got permission from the Musee 
Rodin in Paris to re-create 'The 
Kiss, and sculptor Henri Greber 
—Jacques Greber's father — was 
selected and given a full-size 
plaster model to work from.

Inspired by his belief that hu¬ 
man beings are essentially ter¬ 
rified of robots. Ben Russell set 
about charting the evolution of 
automatons for an exhibition 
he hopes will force people to 
think about how androids and 
other robotic forms can en¬ 
hance their lives. 

Robots, says Russell, have 
been with us for centuries — 
as Robots, his exhibit opening 
Wednesday at London's Science 
Museum, shows. 

From a 15th centuiy Spanish 
clockwork monk who kisses his 
rosary and beats his breast in 
contrition, to a Japanese "chil- 
doid” newsreader, creEited in 
2014 with lifelike facial expres¬ 
sions, the exhibition tracks the 
development of robotics and 
mankind's obsession with rep¬ 
licating itself. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
unstoppable Terminator cyborg 
is there, as is Kobby the Robot, 
star of the 1956 film forbidden 
Planet, representing the horror 
and the fantasy of robots with 
minds of their own. 

There are also examples
